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to be given upto us.’’ The Muslims saw how 
bruised and blood stained (Hazrat) Abu Jundal’s 
body was owing tothe atrocious ill-treatment to 
which he had been subjected by the cruel Quresh 
and how essential it was not only for the safety 
of (Hazrat) Abu Jundal, but also for the prestige 
of Islam that he should stay with them, but to 
the Prophet and his followers a pledge was a 
pledge and as such must be respected. So the 
Prophet agreed to this demand of Abu Jahl, and 
although (Hazrat) Abu Jundal knew full well 
what was in store for him at Mecca he accepted 
his fate without a grumble and the other Muslims 
too had not a word to say against this decision of 
the Prophet. ,
